and TIME

E that doubteth is dam- 
ned. There is nothing 
that brings such sorrow as 


the acts and deeds of doubt. Doubt 
is sin and unrighteousness. Jesus came 
to take our fear and doubt. The 
Kingdom of God is not fear and 
doubt, not meat and drink, but right- 
eousness, peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. The life of faith brings joy 
and victory. Faith and doubt are the 
choices of life and death respectful- 
ly. Doubt and faith are moral choices 
that can be made for a day, a year, 
a life, or an eternity. 


The devil times his temptations in 
hope we will doubt the promises of 
God. Doubt as a condition of the 
heart often exists long before out- 
ward acts reveal it. The devil is satis- 
fied if all of us grow cold and have 
hearts full of doubt and fear. 


God uses time too. It is the trial 
of our faith that is more precious 
than gold that perisheth. Trials and 
tests do not make us holy but test our 
holiness. If Jesus’ blood will not 
cleanse, trials and tests certainly will 
not. The Lord’ uses time to prove our 
love. He does not want fair weather 
saints but those in the stature and 
fulness of Christ. 


In the garden we have a classic 
example of the action of time upon 
consecrated hearts and the resulting 
doubt. Adam and Eve let the com- 
mand slip on the belt line of memory 
and then on to a forgotten corner. The 
devil had waited for such a moment 
when the life of Adam and Eve was 
filled with the cares of life. Now was 
the time to strike. Eve warmed to 
Satan’s suggestions and to try a new 
experience. Eve failed God, she 
doubted, and she died. We cannot 
find a way around God’s commands. 
Time does not change them. We dare 
not forget them. Memory is God given 
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and he intends we use it. Better that 
we use it than to hear the words of 
Abraham as did the rich man, “Son 
remember.” 


The people of post-diluvian days 
knew the fear of God and had a con- 
stant reminder of God’s unchanging 
word in the rainbow. Yet they let 
time dim the commands and promises 
of God. They let their hearts warm 
to modern ideas. They let these ideas 
go wild. They built towers to protect 
the world from physical dangers, from 
another flood. Doubts were grow- 
ing at such a rate that God had to 
scatter the people by confusing their 
languages. God did not want a re- 
peat of antediluvian sins. The prom- 
ise to Noah must be kept; the world 
must be reserved unto fire. 


Another example is Saul, one of 
Israel’s kings. He had been told of 
God’s fury against tthe Amalekites. 
Under God’s anointing the Amale- 
kites fell before the servants of King 
Saul. To Saul the command of the 
Lord grew suddenly cold. Saul 
thought no harm could come by sav- 
ing the king and instituting a new 
policy of setting sacrifice above obe- 
dience. History proved God’s com- 
mands were not given in ignorance 
and stupidity. They did not need 
human betterment. For Agag’s life, 
Saul was to give Jehovah herds and 
flocks as a great sacrifice. But in the 
day he let God’s commands grow 
cold and warmed up to a way that 
seemed right unto man, Jehovah rent 
the kingdom from him and called a 
man of faith to hue Agag to pieces. 


Today, as always, we must remem- 
ber God’s commands. If we forget 
His commands it is because we, as 
Peter says, “forget to add to our ex- 
perience”. When we sleep, spiritually, 
our memories fade and the commands 
of the Lord grow cold. If we go on 
in God we will never forget His com-

mands. 
Once a Christian Shepherd let 


time cool his consecration. His only 
visitors wanted to drink and play 
cards and tell evil stories. He never 
witnessed to them. Discouraged with 
life, he decided to give up religion 
and said, “I am going to give up 
Christ. But before I do I must thank 
Jesus for salvation, for the burdens 
He lifted, for the songs he gave”. 
Suddenly, as he warmed with the 
memories. of Christ’s love, he found 
tears streaming down his face. His 
heart was saying, “Jesus, how won- 
derful, how glorious thou art”. Time 
with God had turned doubt to faith. 
Time can be on our side if we use it 
for God. 

There was a man that had a lovely 
home and a good job, but he had T.B. 
The disease had taken his strength. 
When he couldn't work, he prayed. In 
his diary he told of praying for every 
church and pastor in the community. 
He said, “I feel as if I have prayed 
through for these churches and God 
will give a revival”. After his death, 
each church had a revival in the order 
of his effectual prayers. These re- 
vivals did not come until his altar of 
incense had burned out, his life gone, 
and well nigh forgotten. But God had 
not forgotten. A mighty revival fol- 
lowed the life of faith of a man who, 
at times, as his wife tells, almost died 
in prayer. 

Knowing the rewards of the faith- 
ful, we have little reason to let cob- 
webs grow amid God’s word. If we 
are about the Master’s business we 
will never forget. Jesus never for- 
gets the commands of God. When 
we live unselfishly we will be as a 
tree planted by the rivers of water. 
We will bear the fruits of faith.

’ HERE IS A TRUE STORY FROM THE 
Andes of Peru about a man named 


George. He was from Cupertino, 
California, but I first met him a num- 
ber of years ago in the high mountain 
city of Huarez in the heart of the Per- 
uvian Andes. George had come to 
South America to try his luck in the 
silver mines. In America he had been 
a man of education and influence and 
during the first world war had worked 
in the shipyards with many hundreds 
of men under his supervision. 

The mines that interested George 
were known as Vesuvio and Pompeii 
and they lay in a remote part of the 
Andes. In order to work them roads 
were necessary, for it was impossible 
to bring in by pack train the heavy 
mining equipment. The roads had 
been promised and so George waited 
and sought to devise means to achieve 
his purposes and win the coveted 
riches, 

While he was waiting, George's 
money ran out and he developed 
Bright’s disease and became a help- 
less patient. He was hospitalized in 
the charity ward of the hospital in the 
little mountain town of Carhuaz. 

I heard of George’s plight, and 
since it was only about 20 miles by 
mule, I rode over and visited him. I 
tried in vain to tell him about the 
things of God but he wasn’t interest- 
ed. All he could think or talk about 
was the price of silver, and pack 
trains, and cable railways, and all that 
went with silver mining. He was dy- 
ing, of Bright’s disease, but his heart 


The picture is the city of Huaraz, 
Peru. This city, where the Gospel 
was sown with blood over 30 years 
ago, is high in the Peruvian Andes, 
and nestles beneath the eternal 
snows of the Great White Range. 
Today, Huaraz is the headquarters 
city for Missionaries Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter E. Erickson. They, together 
with a corps of native workers, ad- 
minister between 80 or 90 groups of 
believers which are within their far- 
flung constituency. The Assemblies 
of God work in this area is entirely 
self-supporting (except for the resi- 
dent missionaries), self-governing, 
and self-propagating.

At this news Lief rode over to 
the hospital and, deciding not to 
mince matters, entered George’s room 
and said: “The doctor says you are 
going to die today.” 

George answered: “I know it.” 

“Then would it not be about time 
to think about getting ready to meet 
God?” 

My brother dealt and pleaded with 
the man until he turned his face to 
the wall and would no longer listen. 
So Lief got down on his knees and 
prayed until the dying man turned 
and once more became responsive.

A true story from the Andes of Peru by 
District Missionary Walter E.

The afternoon passed by with Lief 
alternately praying and witnessing 
and then suddenly George cried: “I 
believe! I believe! I accept the Lord 
Jesus as my own personal Saviour.” 

There in that hospital room high in 
the Andes, Lief and George prayed to- 
gether and rejoiced together and they 
even sang together some of the songs 
George had learned as a child in Sun- 
day School long years before. Then, 
as night drew on, Lief departed for 
urgent obligations elsewhere and he 
left the man rejoicing in his new- 
found Saviour. 

Now all this time, the village priest 
had been waiting outside the hospital 
that he might hear confession from 
the dying man. He had lacked the 
courage to face the missionary, but 
he certainly didn’t fear a dying man. 
However, when he came into the hos- 


pital ward, George arose from his bed,° 


threw the priest from his room with 
physical violence, and then, lying 
down upon his bed, died. 

Naturally the priest was very wrath- 
ful at this treatment, and he declared 
that this Protestant would never be 
buried in a public cemetery. Such a 
development resulted in my being 
called in but I found the problem 
solved because the governor of the 
city was an evangelical believer. He 
went to the priest and demanded to 
know if the cemetery was, by any 
chance, the personal property of that 
gentleman. “It happens,” declared 
the governor, “that this cemetery, and 
all others in Peru, are the property of 
the State, and I am governor here and 
expect to see this man receive decent 
buried in the public cemetery.” 

After George’s burial, I received 
permission from the local authorities 
to go through his personal ‘papers in 
an effort to find names and addresses 
of friends and relatives in the United 
States. Of the 36 people to whom I 
wrote, only one answered me, and

Bible Reading Still Spreads 
The number of languages and dia- 
lects into which at least one book of 
the Bible has been translated, passed 
the 1100-mark during 1956, it was re- 
ported at the 14lst annual meeting 
of the American Bible Society. 
Additions of 17 languages during 
last year has brought the total to 1109. 
During 1956, the society distributed 
7,999,823 copies of Scriptures in this 
country and 7,024,366 abroad, for a 
total of 15,024,189, as compared with 
14,918,358 in 1955. 
It is estimated that Americans pur- 
chased 6 million copies of the Bible 
in 1955.

For six months now 100 employes 
in his Chicago headquarters have in- 
yterrupted their usual chores for a 
half hour each Monday to hold inter 
faith religious discussions. 

“This hasn’t made any saints of us, 
I’m sure,” said Volid, “but I can tell 
the difference in morale already. We 
are doing better work, the atmosphere 
is more cheerful and the caste system 
you find in many offices has been 
broken down.” 

“T think any business office would 
benefit by trying our brotherhood 
hour plan.” 

Participation is entirely voluntary, 


but now everyone in the office at-- » 


tends and neighbors and waitresses 
from a nearby restaurant have started 
dropping in as well as visiting sales- 
men. 

Mr. Volid states, “You can’t have 
a successful business operation if 
there is internal conflict. Pettiness, 
lack of cooperation and hate inevit- 
ably lead to buck passing and irre- 
sponsibilty. You don’t have these 
things in an office if everyone under- 
stands the other’s problems and his 
way of life. Then employes go out 
of their way to help each other.”
